For the past 20 years the Valley Spokesmen 
Bicycle Touring Club has been conducting one of the 
premier bike events in Northern California: the Heka- 
ton Classic. By now, this event has evolved to the 
pomt where it actually consists of 5 different rides all 
gomg on at the same time: 25 miles, 100 kilometers, 
hilly 70 miles, "flat" 100 miles and hilly 100 miles.

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HAMS AND INICKI 


On the evening of 10 September 1992 
the residents of the Island of Kauai 
went to sleep thinking this wild 
Hurricane was giong to miss this 
Paradise of the Pacific. The next 
morning most started their workday in 
a normal fashion. However, this was 
not long to be, for they had sudden 
warnings from the weather stations 
that this maverick had suddenly made 
a 90 degree turn and was heading 
directly for the center of the Garden 
Isle. The incoming reports grew 
worse by the minute and attempts to 
secure the hatches were made by 
everyone. 
rapidly, clouds scudding like 
rampageing cattle, rain sounding a 
drum corps tattoo and the forecasts 
were ominous. All flights to and 


from the Islands were halted. 


Reports of winds in this wildness, 
reaching 200 MPH and over were being 
reported by the NWS. Average winds 
of 165 MPH were common place. The 
terror slammed into the Isle and rain 
cascaded down. Destruction was 
terrific, roofs flying away and 


houses demolished. 


A group known as the U.N. Disaster 
Readiness Group was activated by the 
U.N. and authorized by the FCC to 
take posession of 14,268 Khz with 5 
Khz on either side as_ clear 
frequencies. The watch started as 
soon as the hurricane was out to sea. 
W6KFV, John Norbach was net control 
and liason with the U.N. Many of us 
joined the watch since there was 


nothing but silence coming from the - 


It took about 24 
hours before the first Ham showed up. 
He waS at Hanapepe Heights) and 


Garden Island.

running, of course, on generator 
power. His was the first decription 
of the destruction. I heard it about 
three hours later on CNN. They had 
copied the information from WH6PH. A 
bit later W6KPI/KH6HVJim, came up 
with an excellent signal from his 
TS950SDX. Located in Koloa, hard hit 
by the storm, his Quad antenna went 
down and was bent out of shape. The 
pole was standing and from the Quad 
remains Jim rigged a driven element 
pointing straight skyward. His 
Signal was the strongest heard here 
usually from S9 to S9+20. N6NS was. 
weakly heard from near the 
lighthouse, running on batteries. 
Gradually others were copied and a 2 
meter link established to Oahu. The 
first news of the safety of our 
family came from Oahu over this link 
and then delivered by telephone. We 
copied and delivered countless 
messages from families who were safe 
but their homes gone or very severely 
damaged. There were few roofs left 
on the Island. Mid-week of the first 


week an electromagnetic storm on the 
- sun wiped out all propagation. Many 


times I could copy the Island station 
but not the net control. Everything 
was facilitated by relays. I phoned 
messages as fast as possible to the 
recipients including one to Puerto 
Rico. No water, no power, no phones, 
90 per cent destruction has made this 
Garden Paradise a very difficult 
place to live. 


You, as Hams, can be very proud of 
the Net Controls, W6KFV, WI/DNY, 
K6LAE, a W4 whose call I could not 
get, several others whom I could not 
hear because of propagation. Also, 


the numerous Island stations who were 
handling a tremendous load 24 hours a 
day. Not forgetting, the receiving 
Operators on the Mainland who 
supported each other with relays or 
taking over when the orginal station 
could not’ copy. With .all the 
unhappiness we have here with jamming 
and other interference, you would 
have had great pride in the 
cooperation of amateurs who, unaware 
of the vital nature of the net, 
started to call someone. A quick 
word and a request for them to move 
away from 14268 was met with instant 
compliance in almost every case. As 
time past the word spread and you did 
not hear stations coming on near that 


frequency. Another challenge was 
hurled at Amateur Radio and it was 
not found wanting. The complete 


story would take pages to tell. The 
RACES-ARES trained operators were 
spotted immediately. INCKI blew, 
rain poured, thousands are homeles 
but the Amateur Service proved to 
INCKI who was the greater. 


Local man 

relays radio 
messages — 
from Kauai

DANVILLE — An amateur ra- 
dio operator is helping residents of 
the Hawaiian island of Kauai let 
relatives on the mainland know 
they’ve survived Hurricane Iniki. 
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Carson Taylor, 79, began listen- 
ing to outgoing messages broad- 
cast from the storm-ravaged isle 
Sunday. Taylor, working through 
the United Nations disaster relief 
amateur radio network, said he 
heard the first message from a 
man in the community of Hana- 
pepe Heights, who described the 
devastation. 


“That was the first news that 
any of us got,” Taylor recalled 
Tuesday. “I heard it being read on 
CNN a few hours later.” 


Since Sunday, Taylor and a 
network of amateur radio opera- 
tors across the country have re- 
ceived and transmitted 200 mes- 
sages from Kauai inhabitants, 25 
of which were handled by Taylor. 


He’s been operating his ham 
radio station between eight and 10 
hours a day; during non-emergen- 
cy periods, he’s usually on the air 
about five hours daily. 

A message to a man named Ja- 
cob in Puerto Rico from his wife 
read: ‘‘All well. Happy, but 
homeless.” 

The ham radio operator also 
has a personal involvement in the 
natural disaster — Taylor’s in-laws 
were on Kauai when the hurricane 
hit. They found a ham radio opera- 
tor who was able to broadcast the 
message of their safety out to 
mainland relatives, performing the © 
same service he’s offered to 
others. 


“We had no idea until (Mon- 
day) whether our sister or brother- 
in-law were dead because they 
were in the hardest-hit areas,” 
Taylor said. 


A major part of being an ama- 
teur radio operator is the commit- 
ment to public service, Taylor said. 

“We do much public service for 
the local authorities, as well as the 
official international authorities,” 
he said. “And when there are di- 
sasters in Florida, Mexico City, 
Hawaii, it’s always the hams who 
are there first because they’re the 
only ones who have equipment 
they can move around.”

Rocky Ridge Repeater Group Regular Meeting September 16, 1992 


The regular meeting was called to order at 8:00 PM by ohairman Paul Girard. 

Minutes were approved as published in the Carrier and speoial guest, Kate Henton from the FCC 
Was introduced. Kate spoke on the subject of jammers and the FCC's position on enforcement. 
She said the national policy is that the FCC looal field office has a looal Amateur Auxiliary 
agreement. The ARRL is the local auxiliary of which they have a "Official Observer Program". 
Jamming is reported to the Official Observer. If the 0.0. needs help he reports to the FCC. 

FCC action is not taken on information supplied to them from individuals. She says when you have 
problems with a jammer, cooperate with your local 0.0. Fines for jamming oan be a maximum of § 
10,000 per day per infraction to a maximum total of §75,000. On FCC local staff size, she said 
that eight staff members cover most of the bay area up to the Oregon border. Along with 
monitoring, they give exams, respond to "safety interference", regulate computers and oversee 
360 commercial broadcast stations. She said the list goes on and the staff is spread thin. 

Carson Taylor, K6TI, was introduced and is the local ARRL 
Official Observer Coordinator. He stated the FCC has cooperated with him whole heartily. 

Chairman Girard personally put up a $100.00 reward for the apprehension, and a citation being 
issued to the present jammer. 

Keith Lattin, N6PMF, presented the technical report. He acknowledged reports of interference 
on the 2 meter repeater in the San Ramon valley from nearby systems. Members were asked what 
they would like the club's repeater system to do. Voting on 2 meters was mentioned. The new 
ATV controller will be on line for PACIFICON '92 and the ATV link-up to Hawaii looks good. Tim 
Barret, WB9OBIV, has loaned his new special affect titler for use at PACIFICON. Keith stated a 
one watt transmitter can access the new ATV system. The chairman emphasized strict adherence to 
the club's dress code to have everyone look sharp on PACIFICON '92 ATV. Also mentioned was a 
four channel digipeter (node), with automatic scan, to connect the counties four BBS's. It will 
act as a extender for members to access their local BBS's. 

Jay Caldis, KT6Y, club trustee, announced that the autodialer (slots) has been turned off. 
The telephone patch remains active. He mentioned after PACIFICON, all codes will be changed 
with members being notified by mail. Autoslot will be On line after PACIFICON '92. 

The chairman requested that when members use the antopatch to give their call sign clearly at 
the beginning and again at sign-off. 

Pete Smith, KD6LNV, inquired on what type of information is helpful when hearing a jammer. 
The response was to write down where you are, change to the input frequency for signal strength, 
try to determine signal direction and record the time of day. 

Tres. Norma Davis, N6EJZ, reported a bank balance of §4808.91 with all bills paid. It was 
announced that the clubs bank account will be moved from Sanwa Bank to Great Western. A minimum 
balance will be kept in checking to prevent a service charge, while the remainder will be put in 
a preferred money market account, to gain interest. 

At 9:19 PM the chairman made new member introductions with fifteen candidates applying. Two 
motions were made, and seconded, to induct lawyers and retired PG & E candidates into the club 
separately. Both motions were passed unanimously with all candidates being accepted at 9:35 PM.

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CONTRA COSTA COUNTY A.R.E.S. ACTION! 


This is a report on our response to a call on 
Thursday, Sept 10, for assistance in finding two 
missing children. 


During the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club weekly net 
on the two-meter repeater, Chief Jerry Boyd (KG6LF) 
of the Martinez Police Department, broke in to ask 
Bert Dawson (KB7BGM), A.R.E.S. assistant emergency 
coordinator for the City of Martinez, to meet him on 
a 440 repeater to assist in a special police 
operation. On the 440 "command" repeater, he 
explained that two boys, both age nine, had been 
missing for more than eight hours. The police had 
known about it for about three hours. 


Cheif Boyd asked to have a number of amateur 
operators come to their field command post on 
Morello Avenue in Martinez for briefing and 
deployment on a search. Bert then returned to the 
club repeater and broke into the net to announce 
that help was needed. Available operators were 
asked to report to net control on the two-meter 
R.A.C.E.S. repeater. In just 30 minutes or so, 
enough operators had arrived at the command post to 
completely staff the Chief's tentative search plan. 


Map copies showing the individual search territory 
assignments along with Xerox copies of the boys 
photographs and descriptions were all ready to be 
handed out when a pickup truck pulled up with the 
missing boys riding in the back. It was reported to 
have been driven by a relative of the boys who had 
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in Concord. It was unofficially reported that the 
boys had been found there, which was a few miles 
from the point of their disappearance and not in any 
of the targeted search areas.
